3. Application for competitive examination : ( 1) 
Application for permission to sit for the competitive 
examination shall, be invited by advertisement in 
the newspapers by the Committee and shall be made 
in a form to be prescribed by the Committee . 

( ii ) A candidate practising at the Bar shall, along 
with his application , attach a certificate from the 
Presiding Officer of the Court in which he is actually 
practising testifying to his having practiced for not 
less than two years . 

(iii ) A candidate , who is serving in any of the 
posts included in the Schedulel II appended to these 
regulations shall attach a certificate of the Regis . 
trar of the Judicial Commissioner s Court , or of the 
District and Sessions Judge or cf the Law Secretary 
to Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , as the case 
may be , under whom he is working, testifying to 
effect that he has served in any one or more of the 
posts included in Schedule II for not less than two 
years .
